Questlon—! worry about the bat- 
tle of Armageddon. Will there be 
safety for anyone at that time? 

Answer — God'e children need 
never fear. They are always safe In 
His care. For encouragement, read 
Psalm 91:4-16, and notice especially 
verses 4-11: “He shall cover thee 
with His feathers, and under His 
wings’ shalt thou trust: His truth 
shall be thy shield and buckler. 
‘Thou shalt not be afraid for the ter- 
ror by night; nor for the arrow that 
flleth by day; nor for the pestilence 
that walketh in darkness; nor for 
the destruction that wasteth at noon- 
day. A thousand shall fall at thy 
side, and ten thousand at thy right 
hand; but it shall not come nigh 
thee. Only with thine eyes shalt 
thou behold and see the reward of 
the wicked. Because thou hast made 
the Lord, which is my refuge, even 
the most High, thy habitation; 
there shall no evil befall thee, 
neither shall any plague come nigh 
thy dwelling. For He shall give His 
angela charge over thee, to keep 
thee in all thy ways.” It would bo 
good to memorize this Psalm. The 
forty-sixth Psalm also was written 
for the time of trouble.

metimes correct us, but this only 
proves that we are His sons and tho 
objects of His care, for "God deal- 
eth with you as with sons; 
what son is ho wl 
chasteneth not?” (Verse 7.) 

Q.—What was the origin of the 

people in the land of Nod, where 
Cain was married? 
A.—The Bible does not say that | 
Cain was married in the land of 
Nod. Read Genesis 4:16, 17 caro- 
fully. If there were any people 
there before Cain arrived, they 
were also the descendants of Adam 
and Eve, because Ev s thej 
mother of all living.” (Genesis 
3:20.) The word "Nod" means scp- 
aration, and no doubt recclls the 
sad fact that Cain removed from 
the presence of the Lord, near the 
gate of Eden, to this land of Nod, 
or separation. It may bave been un- 
inhabited until he and his family 
arrived
